I just got an order from them and found them to be accurate, 
courteous and fast. 


In preparing my HRO6O for painting, I had the case plastic media 

blasted. This is a marvelous method for cleaning up old cases, it does not 
strip off the outer fine-grain coat of the metal as does both sand- and 
bead-blasting and does not therefore leave the metal as subject to 
corrosion from storage or handling. And it's sure a lot cleaner than 
chemical stripping.... 


Proper primer is hard to find, but I can recommend a trip to your local 
Sherwin Williams Automotive paint store. They carry a self-etching primer 
in a spray can (# 988), 12 oz for about six bucks. No, it's not stocked at 
their house paint stores.

A tube manufacturer's manual usually contains only data that for the 
unique tubes that the manufacturer made. RCA made lots of tubes, but 
not all of them! There are few, if any, tube manuals that include every 
tube. The RCA manuals include characteristic curves as well as 
tabulated specifications.

The RCA Receiving Tube Manual series (RC-1 through RC-30) were admittedly 
pretty generous with information. The HB-3 would have a little more data on 
some types. Plus, it had ALL types, including CRT, transmitting, and 
industrial. The HB-3 would also have larger charts, maybe more sample 
circuits. Certainly, the HB-3 is the most definitive source of information. 


The RC-xx series also tended to really only feature (in detail) the tubes 
that RCA was pushing for new designs. Lots of data was relegated to the 
chart in the back. The HB-3, for most of the period it was being updated, 
kept full data on every tube in manufacture. (Sometime in the latter years 
they did resort to summary data on some types.) 


Also, there were lots of transmitting tubes added after the (final) TT-5 
Transmitting Tube Manual, and it only covered air-cooled tubes. The HB-3 
includes the water-cooled tubes. (Hmm, how many hams need that data? Not 
many...) 


For the design engineer, the HB-3 was essential, because you got data on new 
types as soon as they came out. When you see pictures of engineers' desks 
at the MIT Radiation Labratories during WwW-II, there's an HB-3 set there 
somewhere. (It was only two binders then!) 


But, for historical data, you need multiple HB-3 sets, because pages WERE 
pulled along the way. For instance, the 3C33 was only in there for a short 
number of years. A new one sure won't have the 01A, but the RC-30 doesn't 
either. 


There are also really curious artifacts in the HB-3. Things like storage 
CRT's used as data memories for computers (before core memory). 256 bits 
per CRT. 


Of course, one drawback of HB-3's is that nobody seems to have been 
competent doing the updates. I have three different sets, and each is 
completely missing multiple updates.

Charles Fisher 
did a scolarly paper on identifying various early HRO's. 
It's on the web at: 
http: //www.io.com/~nielw/datghro/datghro.htm However his 
information peters out around 1940. I suspect the majority 
of the subsequent sets ended up on your side of the pond. 
It might be informative to look at the serial numbers 
adjacent to the antenna terminals. Also indicate which sets 
have plug-in filter cryatals.
